when Korndyke Abbekerk, sire of prize winners and 

producers, senior herd bull in the Tranquillity and 
Allamuchy herds, died last December aged 16 years and 11 
months. 

Korndyke Abbekerk had a checkered career. It can- 
not be said that “he never had a chance,” but it is true 
that he never had the opportunities that many sires have 
had, sires whose offspring fall far below the progeny of K. 
A. in show ring qualities and whose daughters come far 
from equalling the producing capacity evidenced by the 
daughters of our hero. But the past few years have 
shown a change. For eight years he has been in the 
herds of his latest owners and while he has not been the 
leading herd sire, yet he has had more opportunity to show 
his worth than he had in the first half of his life and, 
although his opportunities have been limited, he and his 
daughters have made good. With the news of his death 
came also the news that two more of his daughters, one a 
four-year-old and the other a six-year-old, had each made 
over 31 lbs. of butter in seven day official test and that 
others coming along were making such a showing that, 
before the present Holstein year expires, April 30th next, 
it is likely Korndyke Abbekerk will be a century sire, and 
thus take his place with his 
famous relatives, his sire, 
maternal grandsire and 
brother.

ages so it cannot be said that he started out to become a 
century sire. But the owners of Brookside herd were 
long sighted breeders and looked far into the future, and 
he was not sold outright to Mr. Booth, they kept a string 
on him. There were several reasons for this. His dam, 
Pontiac Abbekerk, as a four-year-old, had records of 21.32 
lbs. butter, 587.1 lbs. milk in seven days, 2436.7 lbs. milk, 
89.40 lbs. butter in 30 days. Note how much her thirty- 
day records exceed, for both milk and butter, four times 
her seven day totals. She had milked nearly 95 Ibs. of 
milk ina day. She was, at the time, the heaviest milking 
daughter of Hengerveld De Kol, the first century sire, at 
that time the most popular sire living. She was an 
individual of superb type and conformation and there was 
a possibility that her records might be increased. But 
the great reasons for the Stevens Brothers-Hastings Co., 
retaining an interest in this young bull were his own 
individuality and the fact that he was by Pontiac Korndyke 
from a daughter of Hengerveld De Kol, a cross of blood 
lines that, for producing capacity, transmitting ability, and 
all around excellence, has never been equalled in Holstein 
breeding, a strong statement, but, I believe, conceded by 
everyone acquainted with the cows and sires produced by 
this cross.

ET eins was opened by the reading of the address 
of President Neil Sangster of Ormstown, Quebec, which 
was well received. Mr. Sangster was chosen for that office 
somewhat over a year ago upon the 
resignation of the then president, Dr. 
s F. Tolmie, who resigned after his 
election to the honored position of 
Dominion Minister of Agriculture. 

President Sangster, in his address 
which will- appear in full in the 
World, called attention to the pur- 
chase by Messrs. Hardy & Shaw of 
the $50,000 bull, Aleartra King Sylvia 
at the St. Paul sale last June, and to 
other important, events in the history 
of the past year’. He also referred to 
the new home of the association at 
Brantford, and to the work of the 
Department of Agriculture for the 
establishment of accredited herds.

financial deficit. The report brought out that while at the 
beginning of the year there was a balance on hand of $7,- 
260.30, they were now faced with a deficit of over $1,000, 
besides a mortgage of $15,000, and a bank loan of $12,000. 
This condition was accounted for by the very generous 
grants made to fairs and dairy tests of $10,146.10, and also 
to the fact that the association recently purchased a per- 
manent home at a cost of $41,762.77, this figure including 
cost and remodeling. 

Before any action was taken on this report, which was 
also discussed briefly by the other auditor, J. W. Richard- 
son of Caledonia, Ontario, Vice-president R. W. E. Burn- 
aby of Jefferson, Ontario, chairman of the building com- 
mittee, reported for his committee so that the membership 
might understand for what this money had been spent. 
While the committee had been authorized to spend an 
amount in the neighborhood of $30,- 
000, he justified the increased expen- 
diture on the ground of the excellent 
bargain they had secured, and of- 
fered to take the building off the 
hands of the association at a profit of 
$1,000. This offer was however not 
accepted as several who had seen 
the building estimated the value at 
$50,000 or more. 

Quite a bit of discussion was 
aroused over a motion submitted by 
Fk. R. Mallory, designed to raise more 
revenue for the association. It was 
proposed to increase the members’ 
annual dues from $1.00 to $2.00, and 
to increase the registration fee to 
make it $2, for animals under one 
year and $3 for animals over one 
year for members of the association, 
and for non-members, $3 for animals 
under one year and 4 for animals 
over one year. The motion also pro- 
vided for the cancelling of those 
paragraphs of the Constitution and 
By-laws which provide for the regis- 
tration at 25 cents of Canadian bred 
animals recorded in the American 
herd book, and the issuance of certif- 
icates on the new form at 10 cents. 
It was pointed out that even with the 
increase the registration fees would 
be the cheapest of any breed associa- 
tion on the American continent, and 
that the increase would bring in an 
additional revenue of from $14,000 
to $15,000 annually. Other speakers 
favoring ‘the motion were W. C. 
Houck of Chippewa, Ont., W. R. 
Cummings of Cummings Bridge, On- 
tario, and Hon. Walter M. Lea, 
Minister of Agriculture for the Maritime Provinces and 
also a director of the Association. Mr. Lea’s argument 
was that the increased registration fee would not be suffi- 
cient to discourage registration of worthy animals and 
might be a means of causing inferior bulls to be sent to 
block. Others speakers for the motion were Vice-President 
R. W. E. Burnsby and Mr. R. J. Kelly. The principal 
speaker against the motion was Vice-President A. E. Hulet 
of Norwich, Ontario, who felt that although the association 
was not faced with a deficit, business was very good and 
by exercising a little economy the shortage could be met. 
His remarks were made in the spirit of friendly and con- 
structive criticism of the motion and were accepted in that 
spirit, but the motion was carried by quite a substantial 
majority. 

A discussion was then held as to the advisability of 
continuing the practice of awarding prize money to the 
owners of animals making the best official record during 
the year, and it was finally moved to leave matters as they 


his ninth year as

but this motion was lost and it was finally decided to cut 
out the $1,000 appropriation and to offer prizes of from 
$5 to $15 for anyone making records in the R. O. M. for 
the first time. They also voted to appropriate $560 to be 
divided into seven prizes for each class of the 365-day 
division of the R. O. P. which is the same amount appro- 
priated last year, and to appropriate a like amount for the 
305-day division.

Fliveritis 

LIVERITIS is a’ new disease. Its chief manifestations 
F consist of inserting one’s proboscis in places where 

that organ has no natural habitat. 

We believe many people are subject to it and that 
those with single track minds are very easily exposed to 
this insidious disease. 

The Associated Press dispatches of recent date contain 
an interview with Henry Ford, a prominent manufacturer 
of Detroit, which illustrates how an unfortunate victim of 
this disease may lose his perspective when out of his 
element. Henry Ford is a successful manufacturer of 
automobiles. We are charitable. As a critic of agricultural 
conditions he is still a successful manufacturer of auto- 
mobiles. 

In discussing plans of the Ford Company Mr. Ford 
states that during the next few years this concern will 
enter many of the smaller towns and villages where the 
townspeople and even farmers, if they care to, may have 
all the work they wish. This work for the farmers will 
come when he is not busy on his farm and so would add 
to his earnings. Mr. Ford further enlightens a public 
that has been waiting for a_ solution of this age-old 
problem with the following: 

“The food-raising season is comparatively short 
and the farmer is today a slave to enforced idleness 
and a few cows in. winter. The cities with their 
concentrations of industry are responsible. 

“The farmer will see the day when both horse and 
cow are done away with. The horse will go because 
of the concentrated energy of automobiles and 
tractors.” : 

We are next surprised to learn that “it is a simple 
matter to take the same cereals that the cows eat and 
make them into a milk superior to the natural article and 
much cleaner. The cow is the crudest machine in the 
world. Our laboratories have already demonstrated that 
cow’s milk can be done away with and the concentration 
of the elements of milk can be manufactured into scientific 
food by machines far cleaner than cows and not subject 
to tuberculosis.” 

A little farther on we learn that meat is not essential 
and that the scientific food Henry describes will not only 
take the place of milk but of meat as well. 

Without going into the sociological feature of Mr. 
Ford’s plan which would probably make of a great many 
prosperous and thriving communities the same type of 
center as the great automobile manufacturing cities of the 
country, we wish to place in evidence the statement of 
Ex-governor Frank O. Lowden reshecting the cow and 
her product: 

“The cow is a most wonderful laboratory. She takes 

the grasses of the pasture, and the roughage of the 

fields, and converts them into the most perfect food 
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for man. In that food thehe is a mysterious somethin 
which scientists have found essential to the tleisees 
health of the human race, and which can be found 
nowhere else. Men have sought for centuries the 
fabled Fountain of Youth. The nearest approach to 
that fountain which has yet been discovered is the 
udder of the cow. Without her milk, children 
languish, the vigor of the adult declines, and the 
vitality of the human race runs low.” 

The trouble with Mr. Ford is that he hasn’t kept pace 
with agriculture and is thinking in terms of a couple of 
decades ago under the delusion that he is thinking ahead 
of the times. The farmer of today is not a slave to ep. 
forced idleness in the winter time. He has plenty to do 
the year around and the diversified agriculture which 
dairy cows bring into his life makes for prosperity. peace 
and contentment such as Henry Ford and his big or little 
automobile plants can never bring to our already 
civilized race. 7 

If Henry Ford would bring his knowledge of agriculture 
down to a more modern period he would find that agricul- 
ture has today certain well developed machines to spread 
around the kind of argument he is now spreading by the 
antiquated system of an interview on a subject in which he 
is evidently unacquainted.

Cooperation 

N our dairygrams of a week or so ago appeared this 
] statement, attributed to the Erie County Farm Bureau 

News: 

“If you don’t think co-operation is necessary, watch 
what happens when one of the wheels comes off a 
wagon.” 

An apt comparison we should say. A wagon has four 
wheels. The Holstein chariot of progress has four wheels 
The four wheels are the National organization, state 
orgenization, county organization, and personal organiza- 
tion. Without all four the chariot cannot proceed and the 
four have to run along parallel lines for the best progress 

Then too each wheel needs a modicum of grease. Pro- 
vision is made or should be made for the supplying of this 
by those who will profit most by the chariot of progress—- 
the breeders themselves. We are having ‘state organiza- 
tion meetings in various states now to get on hand a 
supply of grease for the state wheel. 

It is possible that there are breeders who are willing 
to load their burden into the chariot of progress and let 
somebody else do all the pushing and pay all the bills for 
grease, but these are not real Holstein men. They 
haven’t the spirit of progress and industry in them and 
they cannot be counted an asset to the industry in the 
broader sense of the word. We are fortunate, however, 
in knowing that the percentage of such men in our in- 
dustry is very small indeed. 


Business Ethics 


N the February 12th issue of the World appeared a 
| statement by a prominent New Jersey breeder regarding 

the very gentlemanly and high ethical standard of treat- 
ment accorded him in a Holstein deal with another breeder 
from Pennsylvania. Our correspondent made the statement 
that it takes a thoroughbred man to make a success with 
thoroughbred cattle and that he had plenty of evidence 
that the industry was well stocked with men of high 
ethical- business standards and who more than offset in the 
balance the few who could not play the game on the 
square. 

We have always thought this and we want to bear 
testimony to the fact that the standard of business ethics 
of Holstein breeders is running today higher than It ever 
has before. Men who sell are recognizing the obligation 
to give value for the money received. They are recogniz- 
ing the tremendous potential value of a satisfied customer 
and know that they get more good will for a lesser ex: 
penditure in seeing that every customer is reasonably 
satisfied than'they can buy in any other form. We have 
never found an instance where a Holstein breeder .made 
practice of seeing that every breeder was adequately, 
satisfied with his purchase where the entire Holstein

HE quotas for the Second Annual Cooperative Sale to 
T be held at Syracuse, N. Y., June 2-3-4, 1921, have been 
announced by the New York Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation. The schedule as announced is for 201 head, 
which is a somewhat smaller number than was offered last 
year. The requirements call for individuality as a first con- 
sideration. Every animal of milking age must have a rec- 
ord of 600 Ibs. milk or 30 lbs. butter at full age or an 
equivalent record in heifer form, the standard established 
peing 400 Ibs. milk, 18 lbs. butter for a 2-year-old, 450 Ibs. 
milk or 22 lbs. butter for a 3-year-old, 500 lbs. milk or 26 
Ibs. butter for a 4-year-old. On the basis of the year’s 
records which are given equal consideration with 7-day 
records. the requirements call for 20,000 Ibs. milk or 1,000 
lbs. butter for mature cows, 18,000 Ibs. milk or 900 Ibs 
butter for 4-year-olds, 15,000 lbs. milk or 750 Ibs butter 
for 3-vear-olds and 12,000 Ibs. milk or 600 Ibs. butter for 
9.vear-olds An animal may meet the requirements on 
either her milk record or her butter record for either the 
Tlay or yearly pr riod. Animals not in milk must be from 
dams that would qualify 
The quotas for the different states appear in the adver- 
tising columns and were arrived at on the basis of previou 
support of the National Sales, and by conference with rep 
resentatives of the states concerned An effort is. being

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President Aitken in the Pacific Northwest

PPARENTLY nothing in his visit 
Aw Western Washington pleased 

President Aitken more than did 
his trip to Chimacum, the excellent 
response to the state organization 
movement which was made there, and 
the evidences of the right kind of co- 
operation which could be seen by the 
most casual observer of the little com- 
munity. He enjoyed every minute of 
his day there, the one following his 
arrival from Ellensburg, and he refer- 
red to it a number of times during the 
rest of his tour of the western section 
of the state. I had the pleasure of ac- 
companying the “presidential party,” 
which included at odd times President 
F. S. Stimson of the state association, 
Acting Secretary Stanley V. Butchart 
and Auctioneer George Gue, all or 
part, at all of the meetings in the 
Puget Sound section, and from listen- 
ing to his comment I should say it was 
nip and tuck between the community 
spirit at Chimacum and the barber 
shop prices at Ellensburg, as to which 
made the most profound impression 
on him in this state. 

We made the trip to Port Townsend 
Saturday morning by boat, which at 
this season of the year is about the 
only way to make it, and were driven 
the few miles out from the county 
seat by Senator William Bishop, who 
was home from the state capital for 
the week end. Fully 75 people heard 
Mr. Aitken’s talk in the modern con- 
solidated schoolhouse on the edge of 
the Bishop farm, and I should say 
that twice that many appeared from 
somewhere for the more than estim- 
ble chicken dinner which the women 
of the community served with all the 
air of a banquet. Mr. Bishop presided 
at the meeting and he introduced the 
Speaker again after the meal, taking 
him over to the farm for a hurried in- 
8péction of his herd before returning 
him to the dock at Port Townsend for 
a 3:45 p. m. boat. It was a hurried 
trip all the way through, but it was 
highly satisfactory to everybody, par- 
ticularly Secretary Butchart, who by 
remaining over night and doing some 
late work succeeded in signing up 27 
members representing 151 grades and 
265 pure breds—the largest number to 
date from any single meeting in the 
state. 

“You have right here in the Chima- 
cum school just as good an example of 
intelligence in a community as any- 
where under the sun,” President 
Aitken commended. “You’re accom- 
plising something with a consolidated 
school. Your children have oppor- 
tunities far in advance of what they 
could have without it. In the final 
analysis it’s the country school that’s 
going to make the citizenship, and 
high up in imporance with the country 
school is the dairy cow.” 

Mr. Aitken motored out to Holly- 
wood farm with Mr. Stimson on his 
return that evening to Seattle, and 
spent the entire day there, nominally 
inspecting the herd, but actually, as it 

“later developed, striking up a friend- 


ship with Mrs. Stimson, who he dis- 
covered is a “Michigan girl.” The 
various members of the party gather- 
ed in Bellingham, county seat of 
Whatcom county, Monday morning, 
and the national president addressed 
a small meeting in the afternoon. 
There is a well organized county Hol- 
stein-Friesian association here, but 
for some reason there was a small 
turn-out, and signatures to the state 
contract were scarce, even some of 
the most prominent breeders of the 
county showing diffidence. It was 
here that he met A. E. Smith of Milky 
Way farm and learned of the marvel- 
our average production records which 
are being made there—figures which 
gave him endless material for com- 
parison with average cows, in sub- 
sequent addresses. The banquet in 
the evening, which was attended by 
about 35 of the breeders, their wives, 
and business men of Bellingham and 
Ferndale, was a great success. 

The Holstein breeders of Skagit 
county showed as much enterprise in 
arranging their meeting as did those 
at Chimacum or later on, those in 
Lewis county.° A delegation of three 
or four of them attended the Belling- 
ham meeting on Monday, and when 
the Aitken party arrived in Mt. Vernon 
Tuesday morning, an augmented del- 
egation, headed by President Tom 
Lockhart of the Skagit county associa- 
tion, was at the train. A short hour 
was spent at the commercial club 
rooms, where the purposes of the 
state association were explained to 25 
or 30 breeders, most of them members 
of the county club. Then followed a 
luncheon at which a number of busi- 
ness men were present and a few 
short talks were made, and the after- 
noon meeting at the Mission theatre, 
which was the best attended of any 
in the state. The response to the 
plea for memberships was nowhere 
near what it should have been, con- 
sidering the excellence of the talk 
the crowd heard, but Secretary But- 
chart, by remaining over night again, 
lined up 20 members representing 210 
purebreds and 125 grades in this coun- 
ty. The rest of the party went to 
Everett that night. 

President and Mrs. Stimson motor- 
ed over from Hollywood Wednesday 
morning and attended the gathering 
at Snohomish, where there was little 
variation of the usual program except 
that a large and snappy crowd of bus- 
iness men, members of the Snohomish 
Ad club, entertained visitors and farm- 
ers at luncheon in the black-and-white 
decorated dining room of Eagles’ hall 
and listened with apparent interest to 
the message which Mr. Aitken bore. 
About 25 members representing more 
than 100 grades and close to 200 pure- 
breds were secured in Snohomish.

It had been planned to have him 
address a joint meeting of the dairy 
and livestock committees of botk 
houses, but the legislature adjourned 
that day and most of the members 
were out of town. Remaining over 
night in Olympia and motoring to Che 
halis, the county seat of Lewis county, 
Saturday morning, President Aitken 
talked to a gathering of breeders at 
Nathan & Hartman’s hall, following 
luncheon with a few breeders and bus- 
iness men at the St. Helens hotel. 
The attendance was not what might 
have been expected from the fact that 
the Lewis county Holstein club is one 
of the most active in the state, but 30 
members of the state organization 
were signed up in short order, repre 
senting a total of about 175 
grades and purebreds. 

At a meeting with Governor Low» 
F. Hart Friday afternoon, Mr. Aitken 
showed great interest in the part the 
state is playing in the development of 
the purebred industry, and while 
spending Sunday in Olympia he had 
opportunity to sce some of the cattle 
in the state herds.

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Ottawa Winter Fair 














The Winter Fair at Ottawa, Canada, 
was a decided success, there being ap- 
roximately 50% more exhibits than 
at the fair of a year ago. There was 
a slight increase in heavy horses, 
sheep entries were doubled, swine, 
nearly 80, while the cattle breeds turn- 
ed out in fine shape. 

Animals from accredited herds were 
placed in one stable and those from 
herds not accredited in another, a 
practice other fairs will have to copy. 
Forty-six animals, mostly Holsteins, 
lined up for the dairy test. The Black 
and Whites had some competition 
from Ayrshires, Guernseys and grades. 
No Jerseys competed. The winner 
was the Holstein cow, Grace Fayne 
Aaggie, a daughter of King Faforit 
Fayne. She had an R. O. M. record of 
over 31 Ibs. of butter. She carries a 
large udder and was a big strong cow, 
showing plenty of constitution and 
capacity. Her record for the three- 
day test was 232.2 Ibs. of milk, 9.08 
lbs. of fat, and her total points were 
988.14. She was owned by the Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm of Ottawa. A 
two-year-old. Sarah Ann Pontiac, own- 
ed by J. B. Doller of Billings Bridge, 
came second with a production of 
200.7 Ibs. of milk, 7.715 Ibs. of fat, and 
a score of 247.10. The third cow was 
Lady Roberts Cornucopia, owned by 
A. E. Hulet of Norwich with 194.5 Ibs. 
of milk, 7.579 Ibs. of fat, scoring 
238.66. The three-year-old, Doller 
heifer, Lady Segis Jewel, was next 
with 216.6 Ibs. milk, 7.168 Ibs. fat, and 
a score of 232.66. An Ayrshire was 
fifth and sixth, and a Shorthorn 
seventh. The score by classes of the 
Holsteins and the position of the ani- 
mals of this breed in the open class is 
as shown in the table. 

Twenty-three young animals were 
offered in the annual bull sale. Prices 
were rather low. The top price was 
obtained for King Alcartra Boss De 
Kol, a March calf, a grandson of King 
Segis Pontiac Alcartra. This animal 
was bred by E. B. Purtelle of Bloom- 


Brethour, the price being $850.  Fif- 
teen Holsteins were sold at an aver- 
age price of $171. Three Shorthorns 
averaged $138, and five Ayrshires $133. 

In the judging of dairy animals, 
there were only junior bulls shown in 
the Holstein division. Among the 21 
animals shown, several were outstand- 
ing individuals. A. E. Hulet was first 
on King Paul Pontiac Echo 2d, a very 
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attractive calf with a masculine ap- 
pearance, straight on the back, well 
grown and developed. He is a son of 
King Paul Pontiac Echo from Pauline 
Colantha Posch. The second bull was 
King Alcartra Boss De Kol, shown by 
E. B. Purtelle of Bloomfield, Ont., and 
the third was also a Purtelle bull. The 
Central Experimental Farm of Ottawa 
had fourth and fifth in sons of Roy- 
croft King Johanna, and also the 
seventh bull, a son of King Midnight 
Ormsby. A. E. Matthews of Keswick 
had Lakehurst Francy Wayne, who 
was placed sixth. The judge was 
Prof. Toole. 




















Western National Livestock Show 
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The Western National Livestock 
Show of 1921 was the best in its his- 
tory of 15 years. The Holstein exhib- 
it showed a material increase in botn 
numbers and quality. There is a great 
deal of interest shown in this breed 
by many people who have hithertofore 
been interested in other breeds. ‘Phe 
Western National was primarily a 
beef stock show and today the beef 
interests overshadow all others. Yet 
this show has grown into a great ed- 
ucational institution. Prizes are now 
offered in every class for all the 
breeds of cattle shown as well as for 
horses, hogs and sheep. Even the 
chicken show, which was installed a 
few years ago, has grown until the 
directors are wondering what they 
are going to do with it or where they 
shall hold it in the future on account 
of the interest taken in pure bred 
poultry. 

The Western National Livestock 
Show has become known as a gather- 
ing place of the year for the breeders 
of the Rocky Mountain and adjoining 
states. 

The champion bull of the 1921 show 
is Sir Pietertje Ormsby Fobes, who 
was also grand champion at last 
year’s Colorado State Fair. Spencer 
Penrose of Colorado Springs is the 
owner and purchased this fellow last

order and he very clearly pointed out the need for adver- 
tising and the necessity of activities on the part of the As- 
sociation in attracting attention to the Mt. Horeb com- 
munity. He enjoined the members to co-operate still 
closer with him in listing stock for sale so that in his 
capacity as secretary he could render real service to buyer, 
thus justifying the confidence his fellow breeders placed 
in him. 

Treasurer H. E. Arneson reported $192 in the treasury. 

Dinner was served in the Opera House by the Associa- 
tion free of cost to all present whether members or not of 
the Association. 

The first thing after dinner, Dan Kehlier favored the 
crowded house to home humorous motion pictures. One of 
them showed a favorite pastime of the Mt. Horeb folks 
and we have a faint suspicion that the “Ski Yump” photo- 
graphed by the producer of the Ford Animated Weekly, 
was none other than the Mt. Horeb “big hill.” It was for 
the audience to-draw their own conclusions but it brought 
joy to the hearts of those present to know that Mt. Horeb 
attracted attention in other ways than as a Holstein center. 

President Ruste gave a splendidly interesting talk. For 
his subject he chose a “Day in Holland.” He led the 
audience in an imaginary trip across the sea to Europe 
and particularly to the native home of the Black and White 
Cow. Mr. Ruste and Mr. O. W. Lukken made this trip to- 
gether a year ago and the narration of Mr. Ruste was 
thoroughly enjoyed by every one. 

Secretary L. L. Oldham, of the State Association fol- 
lowed with his talk. He spoke at some length on the duties 
of the Holstein Association and pointed out some of the 
things that the Mt. Horeb breeders could do to further their 
own interests. He urged the breeders to take the initiative 
in the formation of a Dane County Association and asked 
the support of every one in the exhibiting of Holsteins at 
the Dane County Fair that would startle all adjoining terri- 
tories. We were particularly impressed with that part of 
his talk given to increasing the number of good Holsteins 
in our herds. “I believe as a rule most Holstein fellows 
have over crowded their barns, the past few years. The 
stabling room in the barn has been entirely too crowded. 
The bull pen has been fitted up with pens for calves and 
the bull himself has been transported to the horse barn. 
Thus congestion has existed. We have gone to quantity and 
we have forgotten about quality. I believe it is up to us 
as breeders now to retrench and to weed out those animals 
that are not highly efficient as we like to think of Hol- 
steins. I believe it behooves us to face the future with ani- 
mals that produce a greater volume of products at a slight 
increase in cost per animal. Then with the much talked of 
help in marketing, we who are in the game will be able to 
gather sufficient profit from the business to justify our 
claims to everyone that the Holstein business is today and 
can be expected to be in the future, the most profitable and 
enjoyable kind of farming we have here in America.” 

Mr. Frank Everson of Leke Mills, a director of the 
State Association reiterated the remarks of Secretary 
Oldham and emphasized them by reference to other illus- 
trious communities and what they had done in breed pro- 
duction work. He told about the State Association’s ac- 
tivities the past year and endorsed the feeling of all 
present that the breeders every where should support the 
State Association with all their might and particularly with 
their share of the expenses in the years to come. The an- 
nual dues are $5.00 and no one can point to any similar sum 
bringing to him greater returns than “the investment in the 
State Association.” Mt. Horeb breeders pledged to double 
their membership in 1921. Mr. Everson also told about 
the New York State meeting and State Sale as the repre- 
sentative from Wisconsin. The audience was very much 
interested in the affairs of the breed in the East and was 
highly pleased with Mr. Everson’s narration of the same. 

The meeting closed after the breeders had re-elected all 
their old officers to serve for another year and also de-

was January 7th. Breeders of 
livestock from all parts of the state 
met, both as individuals and as breed 
organizations for their annual meet- 
ing. Doctor Boyd of the veterinary 
department lectured in the morning to 
the breeders on “Sterility,” discussed 
various causes and the economic im- 
portance of this prevalent disease and 
emphasized the need for better trained 
veterinarians to handle the increas- 
ing number of cases. 

During the afternoon the various 
breed organizations held their annual 
meetings. More than 250 attended 
the meeting of the Minnesota Holstein 
Breeders’ Association which was the 
largest of any and the largest ever 
held by that association. 

President Winship being in Chicago, 
Vice-President Brosious presided. Sec- 
retary Scott gave his report which 
showed 800 members of the. associa- 
tion and told that the mailing list con- 
tained 5100 names, and that there was 
46 local Holstein associations in the 
state. During the year Mr. Scott had 
corresponded with and assisted 31 of 
these, besides attending 16 organiza- 
tion meetings. 

The secretary had been in touch 
with 44 county agents during the year; 
sent out 30 sets of posters, pamphlets 
and bulletins for county fair exhibits, 
creameries and bank display windows; 
sent out 167 large size and 500 small 
size metal signs and handled 45 cattle 
cases. 

During the year $480 has been dis- 


tributed among 16 counties for county 
show herd prizes. The secretary at- 
tended 42 Holstein meetings in 11 
months and 37 conferences and com- 
mittee meetings in ten months. 

From February to December there 
were held 21 sales. 

The assistant field secretaries have 
a'so been busy, W. E. Peterson attend- 
ing 30 general meetings and 14 sales 
and Donald Wilson attending 14 meet- 
ings and three sales. Mr. Petersen 
attended the Minnesota State Fair, 
the Dairy Cattle Congress at Water- 


loo, Iowa, and the National Dairy 
Show at Chicago.

December inclusive, 6131 letters had 
been received, the highest number 
being 1142 in May and the lowest 450 
in March.

Wisconsin is setting a merry pace 
in eradication of tuberculosis from 
her herds. The United States Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry is author- 
ity for the statement that during No- 
vember 1267 herds containing 20,142 
head were tested and only 341 reac 
tors found. It is readily seen that the 
percentage of 1liseased animals is ex: 
ceedingly low. In _ fact, Wisconsin 
stands at the top of the list with the 
least percentage of tuberculosis 
among dairy states doing any appre- 
ciable amount of testing. Wisconsin 
is also first among the States in the 
amount of testing work being done 
and in the percentage of gains of 
herds on the accredited lists. One 
County in the State is the first and 
only County in the world free from 
this disease. An area test has just 
heen completed in which every ani- 
mal, some 68,000, were tested. Less 
than five-tenths of one per cent re- 
acted. We have other Counties that 
are under the area plan and are on 
the way to an absolute clean bill ot 
health. If the legislature this winter, 
makes sufficient funds available - 
indemnity, the officers in aan © 
the work expect to have 1000 on the 
accredited herd lists. There are = 
number of Counties now in the _ .

W. A. Bennett of West Perth, N. Y., 
recently tested four cows. The four- 
year-old, Calamity De Kol Pledge, 
made 517.6 lbs. of milk, 24.01 lbs. of 
butter in 7 days, while her dam, 
Meadow Valley De Kol Lady, made 
483 lbs. milk, 22.10 lbs. of butter as a 
six-year-old. The three-year-old, Queen 
Rag Apple, made 23.58 lbs. of butter 
from 501 lbs. of milk, and the six-year- 
old cow, Pamelia De Kol Veeman, who 
was fresh last October, has been milk- 
ed for three months or more and made 
416 lbs. milk, 18.08 lbs. of butter. Un- 
der the conditions, this is certainly a 
fine showing. 





Holsteins Carry Off Honors 


The pure bred Holsteins of John 
Wehenger & Sons of Janesville, Wis., 
again carried off the honors in the 
Rock Prairie Cow Testing Associa- 
tion, the Wehenger cows being first, 
second and third, and six of the seven 
on the honor roll exceed 50 lbs. of 
butterfat in the month. The leader 
produced 2266 Ibs. of milk, 90.6 Ibs. 
butterfat during January. The second 
cow made 2138 lbs. milk and 81 lbs. of 
butterfat in the month, and No. 3 
made 2220 lbs. milk, 79.9 lbs. fat. 

John L. Fisher has a registered Hol- 
stein that comes fourth with a produc- 
tion of 1950 lbs. of milk and 72 Ibs. of 
butterfat, while Floyd Kiefer has a 
grade Holstein with 1910 lbs. of milk 
and 63 lbs. of fat that stands fifth on 
the list. 

No less than 60 cows are reported 
by W. G. McKee, the official tester, 
as having made over 40 lbs. of fat dur- 
ing the 30 days of test. Wehenger 
has seven, W. J. Ward & Sons have 
ten, Floyd Kiefer has seven on the list, 
Craighurst Farms have four pure 
bloods, D. A. Dean has two grades, 
John L. Fischer has three registered 
animals, W. T. Sherman has one, F.

Wisconsin Associations 


As usual, the Holstein breed makes 
a wonderful showing in the report of 
the Wisconsin cow testing associa- 
tion for December. Seventy-three as- 
sociations report their greatest pro- 
ducing herds, and in 47 instances, the 
leaders were Holstein herds. Seven- 
ty-four associations reported the pro- 
duction of their highest record cow 
and in no less than 51 instances a Hol- 
stein led all the rest. In 26 instances, 
the leader was a registered cow. The 
highest producing herd in the state is 





that of six pure bred Holsteins owned 
by J. F. Mayer of the Richfield Asso- 
ciation. They average 1625 Ibs. of 
milk, 63.1 lbs. of butterfat in the 
month. The second highest average 
herd was one of six pure bred Hol- 
steins owned by Epa Deboers of the 
Wood County Association No. 1. These 
six cows averaged 1772 lbs. of milk, 
57.7 lbs. of butterfat. 

No. 3 on the list is the 12-cow herd 
of Huenink & Lubach of the Cedar 
Grove Association, they averaging 
1584 Ibs. of milk, 54.5 Ibs. of fat. 

Despite the fact that 51 of the 74 
leading cows in the respective associa- 
tions were Holsteins, the only cow in 
the state to make 100 lbs. of fat in the 
month is not of this breed, but black- 
and-whites come second, third and 
fourth. The second cow is a register- 
ed Holstein producing 97.7 lbs. of fat. 
and owned by F. H. Scovel of Win- 
chester. This third cow is a pure 
bred Holstein owned by Pierce Bros. 
of the Monticello association, she mak- 
ing 94.5 lbs. of fat and fourth on the 
list is another pure bred Holstein own- 
ed by G. F. Mayer of the Richfield As- 
sociation with 93.7 lbs. of fat to her 
credit. The Holstein breed has every 
right to congratulate itself on the 
showing made during December in the 
cow testing association of Wisconsin.

Mr. Oliver only has 
nineteen cows in his herd, which won 
fourth place for high herd average. 
The high cow for the year was a 
grade Holstein in the Oliver herd. Her 
record is 17,002.6 lbs. milk and 877 lbs. 
of fat. The cost of feed consumed 
during the year was $109.80. The 
value of her production was $499.27, 
thus leaving her owner a net profit 
over cost of feed of $307.47.

Live Stock Commissioner H. 5. 
Arkell entered the room during the 
course of the meeting and was re- 
ceived with great applause. Upon the 
invitation of the president he ad- 
dressed the meeting briefly, urging 
purebred breeders not to become so 
self sufficient that they neglect the 
ordinary dairymen and grade owners. 

The meeting was also addressed by 
R. W. Wade, director of the scrub bull 
campaign in Ontario, who told of the 
splendid progress of this campaign. 


In one county alone he said thirty 
scrub bulls have been replaced by 
purebreds;-in another nineteen and in 
a third fifteen. At one bull sale twen- 
ty purebred bulls went to herds never 
before using a purebred sire. Mr. 
Wade urged the membership not to be 
afraid to boost their own breed, and 
urged a special consideration for the 
beginners in purebred business.

The first speaker was the Hon 
Walter M. Lea who, after a brief in 
troduction by the president, proposed 
the toast, “The better bred Holstein . 
He referred to the 37,000-lb. record of 
Segis Pietertje Prospect and urged 
that breeders strive for beauty of form 
in their Holsteins as well as produc- 
tion. The response to this toast was 
given by Dr. S. F. Tolmie, a former 
president of the association and now 
Minister of Agriculture, who. paid a 
glowing tribute to Secretary Clemons 
and his assistant Miss Brown. He 
spoke of the importance of the agri- 
culture of Canada to the prospertiy of 
the country and gave some yery inter. 
esting agricultural statistics showing 
that the cattle industry is one of the 
most important in the Dominion with 
dairying well up to the top. Dr. Tol- 
mile urged all Canadians to practice 
mixed farming, with livestock as a 
basis. Although during the past year 
Canada produced butter to the value 
of $242,000,000 there is still room for 
improvement in this respect. The 
average yearly milk production per 
dairy cow for the Dominion, he said, 
was 4,000 pounds during the past year 
whereas it should be at least 7,000 
pounds. He also referred to market 
conditions as affecting Great Britain 
and the United States and spoke of 
the great future for the Record of Per 
formance work. There have been en 
tered in the R. O. P. 1834 head of dairy 
cattle, the Holsteins leading with 696 
head and the Ayrshires, Jerseys and 
Short Horns following in the order 
named, with just a few Guernseys. Dr. 
Tolmie spoke of the accredited herd 
system, and stated that there are now 
in Canada 325 herds under supervis- 
ion with over 100 more on the waiting 
list. He also referred to the excellent 
work: done by the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms. 

Dr. M. Cummings of the Nova Scotia 
Agricultural Institute proposed the 
toast. “Problems of Rural Develop: 
ment,” referring to the fact that dairy 
communities are the most prominent 
in all progress community projects 
He also pointed to the number of 
noted men in-the Canadian Govern 
ment who are breeders of Holsteins. 

The response to this was given by 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, Minister of 
Agriculture for Alberta, one of Cana- 
das leading orators, who gave a dis- 
course that held the ‘close attention 
of his audience.

he said: “I have maintained for years 
that if a state would establish itself as 
a seed state for absolutely clean cat- 
tle it would reap rewards of untold 
thousands of dollars. A state with 
courage enough to grapple with that 
problem would get returns that would 
surprise you.” 

On Monday he spoke to a very small 
gathering of breeders of Thurston 
county, and on Monday evening anoth- 
er effort was made by Senator Bishop 
to get the easterner’s message to the 
joint committee of the house and sen- 
ate. A public hearing on a new ad- 
ministrative code interfered, however, 
and only a small number heard him. 
Returning to Seattle the next day, Mr. 
Aitken was the guest of honor and 
only speaker at a luncheon of the state 
development bureau of the Seattle 
Chamber of Commerce, and he talked 
most earnestly to these men about 
milk as related to the future welfare 
of the children of the state. 

“This great state can dig untold 
wealth from its hills rich in minerals; 
it has acquired and can still further 
acquire fame and fortune from the 
lumber in its forests; its fisheries and 
its imports and manufactures. will 
make it one of the great states of the 
Union; but I want to tell you that it 
isn’t the number of its inhabitants or 
the size of its payrolls that counts so 
much as its citizenship, and the char- 
acter of the future citizenship of 
Washington depends in greater meas- 
ure than you perhaps can realize on 
the attention which you people give 
to the dairy cow. The nutritious ele- 
ments which science has proved in 
the past few years are found only in 
milk and the yolks of eggs must be 
furnished in abundance to your chil- 
dren, or the efforts which you are 
making to build up your state indus- 
trially will be undermined. Every 
healthy child in this state is a $10,000 
asset, and every under-nourished child 
—and mal-nutrition means lack of 
milk—is a corresponding liability.” 

After looking about the city unde: 
the direction of President Stimson 
and Mr. Harrison that afternoon, he 
went to Kelso, Cowlitz county, that 
night for a small meeting Wednesday, 
and then left the state to take up his 
work in Oregon. 

His itinerary there was largely in 
the hands of local breeders, though 
Mr. Aitken found it impossible to vis- 
it eastern Oregon, as he had been ex- 
pected to do. He was to be the guest 
of the Pacific International Livestock 
show management, of which Mr. Stim- 
son is also president, in Portland, and 
was to visit Astoria, the Coos Bay 
country, Tillamook, and the seats of 
both the University of Oregon at. Eu- 
gene and the Oregon Agricultural col- 
lege at Corvallis. He planned to make 
only two stops in California, at Davis 
and Madesto. 

Mr. Aitken appeared altogether in 
12 different counties of Washington, 
and in 13 different communities in 
those counties. He talked to a large 
number of business men as well as tu 
farmers, and undoubtedly his message 


———} 


left a deep impression. Invariably, 
following his addresses, comment was 
made on the broad basis on which they 
were founded, and his return wag 
sought in order that a larger number 
might be privileged to hear him. He 
was liberal with both praise ang 
blame, never failing to take to task 
individuals or associations not living 
up to the best that is in them for de. 
veloping the breed which he repre. 
sents, and likewise holding up to pub- 
lic commendation examples of cooper- 
ation in dairy cow advancement which 
he ran across. Breeders everywhere 
made it a point to meet him, and from 
the personal! contact undoubtedly will 
draw inspiration for the future. From 
many standpoints, officers of the state 
Holstein-Friesian association are glad 
that he declined to visit the Pacific 
International livestock exposition and 
decided instead to spend two weeks 
among the breeders of Washington. 
The most important immediate re- 
sult of his visit was the signing up as 
members of the state association of 
more than 200 owners of grade and 
purebred Holsteins, representing a sub- 
stantial number of grades and prob- 
ably 2000 purebreds, or nearly half the 
purebred population of the state. 
More accurate figures will be avail- 
able from the report of the temporary 
secretary, who early in February start- 
ed out again over the same trail that 
Mr. Aitken followed, with the inten- 
tion of getting in all the stragglers, 
getting county associations well es- 
tablished and seeing to it that dele 
gates were elected to the first annual 
meeting of the association March 1.

night, but this was a misty morning, 
with a slippery pavement and when 
at the extreme summit of the divide, 
which is over 800 ft. above the river,

Senior four-year-old—1481 Ibs. milk, 
56.2 Ibs. fat. 

Junior four-year-old—1760 Ibs. milk, 
52.9 Ibs. fat.

COMMON CALVING TROUBLES 


The Dominion Experimental Farms 
of Ottawa. Canada, have sent out for 
the use of dairymen of our Northern 
neighbor, an article on the prevention 
of common calving troubles. This was 
prepared by George W. Muir, Canadian 
animal husbandman, and covers the 
subject in such a manner, that we 
have deemed it advisable to reproduce 
the article in full: 

The most common calving troubles 
are (a), retention of the afterbirth; 
(b) congestion of the udder with its 
attendant possibilities, inflamation and 
garget; (c) milk fever; and (d) 
e-ersion of the uterus, all of which 
can be prevented to a greater or lesser 
extent. It is the intention of the 
writer to deal with the preventive 
measures only, treatment of cases 
coming within the province of the 
veterinarian. 

The cow, of all our domestic ani- 
mals, is especially subject to retained 
afterbirth. This is accounted for part- 
ly by the firm connection of the after- 
birth to the interior of the womb by 
means of numerous cotyledons, partly 
by the fact that the retention is asso- 
ciated with the disease, contagious 
abortion, and partly through low vital- 
ity in the animal, this showing partic- 
ularly in the inability of the womb to 
contract, after calving, with sufficient 
force to expel the afterbirth. With 
the first of these factors it is not the 
purpose of this article to deal other 
than to state that any successful treat- 
ment for contagious abortion should 
also help to prevent retention of the 
afterbirth. The last factor mentioned 
is one which can be overcome to quite

A dose of Epsom 
salts a week or so before calving ang 
a laxative grain ration, such as bran 
from then until calving time will be 
found helpful. Avoid giving cold 
drinking water or cold feed just che 
calving and do not disturb cow to milk 
her until the afterbirth has come 
away, provided, of course, it ig not 
retained unduly long. 

Congestion of the udder is in itself a 
comparatively simple trouble brought 
on by a combination of heavy feeding 
consequent high condition and a slug. 
gish lymphatic system. The former is 
to be desired but the latter is not 
Congestion will usually yield readily to 
the same treatment as outlined above 
namely preparatory dose of salts and 
laxative feed together with an occas- 
sional ounce dose of saltpetre in the 
drinking water. Exercise, particularly 
previous to calving but after calving 
as well, is also beneficial. To prevent 
congestion developing into inflamma- 
tion and garget avoid standing cow in 
drafts, and milk often; rubbing the 
udder gently with camphorated oint- 
ment after each milking. If there is 
any indication of more serious trouble 
developing give cow a strong laxative 
(Epsom salts 1% lbs., molasses 1 cup, 
and ginger 1 ounce), followed after 
purging ceases by daily ounce doses 
of saltpetre, at the same time bathing 
the udder with hot water for 15 to 20 
minute periods, finally drying it and 
rubbing with camphorated ointment 
or petroleum. 

Milk fever occurs more often with 
mature heavy milking cows than with 
any other class. Predisposing factors 
are heavy feeding previous to calving 
and constipation, while one of the 
most common causes is milking a cow 
out too thoroughly too soon after calv- 
ing. If the cow is properly prepared 
for calving as outlined above, and only 
a little milk is taken off at the first 
milking, drawing a little more at each 
subsequent milking until all the milk 
is drawn at about the end of the third 
day, very little trouble from milk fever 
is likely to follow calving. Should 
a case develop call a veterinarian at 
once. or if one is not available, apply 
the air treatment yourself. Briefly, 
this treatment consists of pumping air 
into the udder by way of the teats by 
means of a bicycle pump or other con- 
trivance, care being taken to sterilize 
the teat tube used by boiling in water 
and to purify the air pumped in by 
passing it through sterilized absorb- 
ent cotton. 

Eversion of the uterus or throwing 
out of the calf bed, is like retention of 
the afterbirth, due to the failure of the 
womb to contract after expulsion of 
the fetus. In some animals the ever 
sion takes place just after calving 
without any previous warning. In 
other evidence of likelihood of this 
trouble at calving is given for some 
weeks previous to calving in that more 
or less of the womb protrudes from 
the vagina whenever the cow lies 
down. Large cows tied in short stalls 
so that their buttocks hang over the 
edge of the gutter when lying down 
are most inclined to this trouble. ~~ 
animal showing such signs should :
